Prior art D1 discloses the technical features of the preamble of claim 1 . 

The difference between claim 1 of the application and D1 is defined by the technical 
features of the characterising portion of said claim. 

Said features serve to ensure that the chair's centre of gravity is maintained when it is 
reclined with a person sitting on it. This is achieved by the displacement of the seat 
base in proportion to the tilting of the chair. 

None of the available prior art documents contain information which would lead the 
skilled person to arrive at the differentiating matter of claim 1 , which therefore satisfies 
the requirements of Article 33 PCT.
